W. B. Pittmah returned yvesterday

from Rawhide, wmore
the outlook than ever,
thused as the most enthusiastio man
who ever came back from the

derful ecountry. Mr. Pittman went
away with Zeb Kendall, and both of

them added to their holdings by se-
curing a lease on Grutt hill, adjoin-
ing the famous lease of the Grutt
brbthers, from which was taken in
one shot, $10,000. They have in-
corporated the lease, with other hold-
ings, Into the Rawhide Wild West
Mining and Leasing Company.

“l taulked with a mining man on
this trip,” said Mr, Pittman, “who
had been in the Klondike, Australia,
South Africa, South America, and all
throngh Montana, Utah, and Nevada,
and he told me that he had never
geen such  surface showings any-
where. You can't gpeak to anyvone
in Rawhide who doesn't speak in the
highest termg of the camp, and
everybody feels confident of its fu-
ture, There are not less than two
hundred people a day going in there,
and everyone of them is going in
with some [dea in mind, A great
many are business men looking for
investment, and all seem to hava
money,

"We let three leases on the Big
Horn property. and have applications
for many more, but are going to re-
serve the balance for the company
workings. Al Price, who has two
leases on the Bluff property, told me
that the Indications were very fine,
and that he was gelting some high
assays.
